| TESTIMONY AS TO THE FEUD.

Pretty Straight Testimony That the 
| Man Who Did the Shoot- 
ing Is Mong Ki 
Leng 


Fong Ah Sing, the Chinaman who 
was shot in the stomach during the 
riot in Chinatown night before last, 
died at 10 o’clock yesterday morning 
in the police station. Some of the 
best physicians in the city operated on 
him and did all in their power to save 
his life, and Dr. Morrison remained 
with him until he died. His remains 
were removed to the morgue and an 
inquest was held at 7 o’clock last night. 

Colored Officer Stewart was the first 
witness called. He testified that at 
7:30 Thursday evening he was stand- 
ing on. Alameda street, on the New 
Chinatown side of the street, when he 
saw a crowd of Chinamen standing at 
the corner of Marchessault street, 
talking. They were not talking in an 
excited manner, and did not seem to 
be quarreling. All of a sudden wit- 
ness saw one of them pull a pistol 
and shoot. About twenty shots fol- 
lowed in quick succession. Ihe man 
who must have received the shot ran 
toward the city water works building 
and fell. Several Chinamen started 
after him, and the witness followed. 
He was ordered to keep away, and sev- 
eral of them leveled their pistols on 
him. He drew his and fired into the 
crowd, when they scattered, and he 
found deceased on the sidewalk. He 

could , and the officer sent him 
to the polic& station. Witness saw 
the man who fi the first shot start 
off, but he fell going a few steps, 
and then got ugand staggered off and 
disappeared. itness could not iden- 
tify him; but he was found in bed 
shortly after the shooting, and gave 
hig name as Mong Ki Leng. He was 
shot through both legs, and witness 
thought he was the man who did the 
shooting. Witness saw him ure two 
shots; one before deceased fell and one 
while he was on the ground. 

Officer Wallen testified that he was 
in the police station when deceased 
was brought in. As soon as Sing was 
able to talk the officer secured an in- 
terpreter aad asked deceased who shot 
him. Deceased said he was walking 
down the street when he _ jostled 
against a Chinaman accidentally. 
There were five or six of them to- 
gether, and Mong Ki Leng fired the 
first shot, which struck him in the 
stomach. The deceased recognized 
several of the persons, Deceased 
made the statement on what he be- 
lieved to be his deathbed. 

Chan Qui Sing testified that he is a 
court interpreter, and examined de- 
ceased. He made the same statement 
as Wallen. Deceased told Sing that 
he had just arrived from Ventura and 
had taken no part in the quarrel be- 
| tween the'factions. Deceased was poe. 
itive that Mong Ki Leng shot 
Deceased told the interpreter that 8 
was 35 years of age and single.

There is trouble 
of long standing between the two fac- 
tions, and it was brought to a head last 
night on account of some clothes that 
were stolen from one of the members 
of my company by one of the Hatchet 
men the other day. We had two 
Hatchet men arrested, und their so- 
ciety and they made up their minds to 
get even. Mong Ki Leng was first at- 
tucked by them. Chow Too, Chow 
Huoy, Chew Gew and several others 
were watching for Leng and opened 
lire on him. I was in a store where 1 
could see the shooting, and when the 
first shot was fired Iran away. I did 
not see any one shoot deceased.” 

Dr. Morrison was next sworn. He 
told how the deceased’s wounds had 
been dressed, and described the post 
mortem. 

The jury found that deceased came 
tohis death from gunshot wounds, 
and that he was shot by Ki Leng and 
others, but the jury was unable totell 
exactly who fired the fatal shot. 

Ki Leng, one of the murderers, who 

was shot through both legs,is in a 
more serious condition than was at 
first believed by the doctors. 

Henry Wood, who was shot in, the 
back, was suffering considerable last 
night, and he also is quite seriously 
hurt. Dr. Morrison expressed some 
doubt last night as to his recovery. 
The bulletlodged in a vital spot, and 
if it is not removed the chances are 
that he will die. 

Foock Sing, charged with robbing 
the Chinese theater. which robbery 
was the cause of the Chinese riot, will 
be examined before Justice Savage to- 

Ay. 

In Justice Austin's court yesterday, 
Lee Yin and Chin Wing were fined 
$40 each for carrying concealed weap- 
ons, which fines were paid. Tom Sing 
was held in $100 bail, and the case of 
Ah Ching was continued until this 
morning. They were arrested on the 
night of the Chinese riot. 


t is alleged by several prominent 
Chinese that the riot was a premed- 
itated plan to murder Ah w, the 


owner of the Chinese Theater and one 
of the leading Chinamen of the city. 
It is stated that the fight was planned 
to begin early in the — and in 
close proximity to the Chinese Theater, 
so that the noise of the firing would 
draw Mow outside. of the building, 
where six highbinders were ready to 
assassinate him the moment he ap- 
peared. Fortunately for Ah Mow, he 
was sick in bed at the time and unable 
to be on the street. A diligent search 
was made for him during the riot by 
the sextette of highbinders, but his ill- 
ness saved his life.

The 
citron has but few enemies. The fruit 

can be gathered when right for saltin 
in brine, and worked up at will an 
sent to market in good order as it will 
keep in any climate. 

With our improved ‘‘Yankee”’ meth- 


ods we can put it up as cheap as they 


can in Europe. It sells wholesale at 
18 to 24cents per pound in the large 
cities—the best article retailing at 35 
cents, the poorer kinds at 25 cents, put 
up in boxes ranging from 6 to 25 
pounds each, and then put up in large 
cases containing ten or more boxes. 
It requires about eighty pounds of 
sugar to 100 pounds of the fruitto make 
a good article. 

There are about three million 
five hundred thousand pounds put 
up in Leghorn, employing over 
three hundred men in the factories 
alone. In 1885 the United States took 
1,819,764 pounds, and a duty of 30 per 
cent. is paid, so there is no experiment 
about it ou our part. We know that 
citron grows well here, and under the 
most neglectful care, or no care at all. 
It budded on good 8 or 4-year-old trees 
that are in the orchard, we can gather 


considerable fruit the third year. It. 


is not like waiting for oranges, and 
should our home market be supplied, 
wecan send it to other parts of the 
world, as it keeps well and is largely 
used in all countries. 


_ Handling Young Trees. 

A writer in the Free Press gives some 
hints in the following, which may be 
valuable to tree planters: 

It is of the greatest importance to 
handle young trees properly, which 
have been received from the nursery 
for setting in the orchard. It is not 
infrequent that the trees are several 
days or even weeks in transit, at which 
time they are often improperly cared 
for. The bark sometimes becomes 
shrunken, and although the roots may 
be in good condition, there is great 
ganger of a tree dying that is planted

A LAND CASE 


PASSED UPON BY THE INTERIOR 
DEPARTMENT. 


The Government Wants a Little 
More Light on a Question of 
Settlement- The Rall- 
road Involved, 


A decision by Secretary Noble of the 
Interior Department was yesterday re- 
ceived by the Register and Receiver of 
the United States Land Oflice in the 
case of P. W. Minthorn vs. the South- 
erh Pacific Railroad involving the title 
to certain land in controversy between 
the plaintiff and the railroad company. 

The land is part of an odd section 
within the indemnity limits of the rail- 
road company, which had been with- 
drawn for the benefit of the company. 
But August 15, 1887, the withdrawal 
was revoked, and the lands were re- 
stored to settlement and entry under 
the public land laws, except such as 
were covered by approved selections. 

June 22, 1887, prior to the revoca- 

tion, the “plaintiff applied to make a 
homestead eutry of the land in contro- 
versy, being the northwest quarter of 
the northeast quarter and the north- 
east quarter of the northwest quarter 
of section 15, towgship 6 south of rauge 
5 west, San Berrfardino Meridian. The 
application was rejected by the local 
‘officers, and the ciaimant appeated | to 
the generak land office. 
October 3; 1887, while the appeal was 
pending, the railroad company selected 
the porthwest quarter of the section, 
aud at the same time applied to select 
the northeast quarter, which was re- 
jected by the local officers, and the 
company appenlo d. 

July 24. 1888, the land office sustained 
the decision rejecting the plaintiff's 
and no appeal was taken. 

ctober 30, 1888, Mintborn filed a 
second application to make homestead 
eutry of tbe tracts, embracing, also, 
the southwest quarter of the southwest 
quarter of the section. 

‘decision of January 18, 1889, the 
land office held that from Minthorn’ 8 
application, made June 22, 1887, and 
the affidavit fllec with the second ap- 
plication, i peared that he was an 
actual settlér at the date of restoration, 
August 15, 1887, and that bis rights to 


superior to those of the company, and 
defeated its rights of selection. The. 
company’s selection was thereupon 


pealed, 


pany alleged that error was made in 
allowing Menthorn’s second applica- 
tion, in assuming that be was a citizen 
and ‘qualified to enter land, in holding 
that there were aflidavits filed with his 
second application, and in holding the 
right of the claimant to land which 
defeated the company’s selection. 

The decision holds these grounds not 
well taken, aud sass that the question 
in the case is whether Minthoru was a 
settler upon the tract prior to its selec- 
tion by the company. The Secretary 
does not consider the evidence suffi- 
cient to determine the question in face 
of the protest of the company, and 
therefore directs a hearing to deter- 
mine it, and says that if the evidence 
on the hearing shows that Minthorn 
was in occupancy of the tract at the 
date mentioned, and was qualified to 
make the entry. it should allowed.

Engineer Mayer's Invention 
Explained. 


A FLUSH-TANK THAT “FLUSHES.” 


A Driving Park Assured—Take a 
Ride to Altadena—The City 
Sewer— Barber Spears 
in Jall- Personals. 


A TIMEs representative yesterday in- 
terested himself in. the automatic 
flush-tank invented by City Engineer 
Mayer, aud on which he bas recently 
beon granted a patent. | 

The new apparatus f§ to form an 
important feature of modern sewerage. 
It is calculated to save money in the 
construction and operation of drain- 
age systems. From an inspection of 
the apparatus at work one cannot but 
conclude that it will prove a practical 
success. The flush-tank is placed at 
the ‘‘dead”’ ends of sewers to keep 
them clean, since such sewers, when 
not attended to, necessarily become 
foul, the small streams of waste water 
drying up in warm weather and leav- 
ing objectionable deposits, which en- 
danger the public health. 

Mr. Mayer's tank works automatic- 
ally and sends from two to three hun- 
dred or more gallons of water through 


perfectly clean. The apparatus tried 
on Colorado street opposite the Meth- 
odist Church delivered 800 gallons of 
water in 24 seconds, thus creating a 
current strong enough to take with it 
pebbles the size of a hen’s egg. The 
tank can be set to go off at any time or 
as often as may be found necessary to 
keep the sewer clean. 
6 invention is simple in its con- 
struction, and does its work well. It 
rovides for a large saving in the 
uilding of masonry, the tank only re- 
* such to be built to a depth of 
ve feet, no matter what the depth of 
the sewer-pipe may be. It is likely to 
prove a good thing both for the in- 
ventor and for all interested in the 
construction of sewers.
